What a time the senate had over 


Senator Espy's resolution to resume 
the probing of Cincinnati where the 
Drake committee was obliged to drop 
it when the supreme court declared 
the investigation was irregular. All 
the rumpus, was caused by an amend- 
ment offered by Senator Hypes 
of 


Springfield, providing that the com- 
mittee might extend its investigations 
to other cities. 
Senator 
Howe of 


Cleveland touched up the purpose of 
the amendment in this fashion: 
"I 


don't believe anyone is deceived by 
this effort to amend. No one believes 
it was offered in honesty. It is just 
as dishonest as the conditions in 
Hamilton county we are trying to un- 
cover. It seeks to create a commit- 
tee to investigate all the cities and 
counties of the state. Does anyone 
believe such a committee would per- 
mit an investigation 
of conditions 


where Boss Cox reigns. There would 
be so many calls for help that the 
committee would cry out, 'What are 
we to do?' The purpose is to keep 
the lid on the graft in Cincinnati in- 
definitely to pay that infamous Cox 
for nominations to higher offices. If 
the members of this senate desire to 
carry Boss Cox on their backs and to 
stand apologists for all the corruption 
in Cincinnati vote for the amendment. 
Shame on the author of it. I say.' 
Shame on the motives back of it." 


This solar plexus 
blow staggered 


the opposition so that when, after 
much more 
argument, a vote was 


taken only two senators, Mather of 
Akron and Patterson of Ashland, both 
Republicans, voted against it. 


Representative Wertz, the Demo- 


cratic leader in the house, endeavored 
to have the house act on the resolu- 
tion as soon as it was received from 
the senate, but the opposition suc- 
ceeded in carrying it over to take its 
place in regular order. 
The Espy j 


resolution provides that the probing j 
of Cincinnati shall be carried on next 
time by a joint committee of six, three 
from the senate and three from the 
house. 
The Drake commission con- 


sisted only of senators, and the two 
Republican senators appointed 
re- 


fused to serve. * * * 


Senator Drake of Brie county, chair- 


man of the senate temperance com- 
mittee, before which the Rose county 
option bill is pending, issued a signed 
statement, in which he said that news- 
paper reports to the effect that he 
has changed his attitude on the Rose 
bill are "false and malicious," that 
he will sign the committee's report on 
the bin in a few days and will not 
only recommend and vote for its pas- 
sage, but will also work for it. 


Wayne B. Wheeler, Ohio superin- 


tendent of the Anti-Saloon league, is- 
sued a statement in which he says the 
people are anxious that the question 
be settled and criticises the commit- 
tee for delay. Opponents of the bill, 
however, feel that they have not had 
an ample hearing, and are still urging 
that they be given further opportun- 
ity to be heard before the bill goes 
to the senate calendar.
